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The following discussions of the judgments are presented as unofficial opinions by members of the 
jury especially delegated for this purpose. Although the Committee on Education hopes that these informal 
discussions will prove of value to the students, they cannot be interpreted as the collective opinion of the jury. 


FIFTH ANALYTIQUE 
““’N ARCHITECTURAL MOTIF TERMINATING AN ALLEE”’ 


The jury chose two drawings for ‘‘First Mention Placed,” one inspired by classical, the other by con- 
temporary types. They were distinctly not chosen as representing two schools of thought, but as being 
the two best solutions of the problem, well conceived, seriously studied and beautifully presented. Both 
were sufficiently interesting in silhouette, to count at the end of a vista, both had plans which were semi- 
circular and both used simple central fountains which would add life to the composition when one approached 
more closely. They were purely architectural, which was what the program called for. Certain other good 
drawings which made their effect largely by the use of decorative, or exotic qualities, or sculpture, did 
not receive more than a “First Mention.” In the writer’s opinion the jury was very fair. 

The designs with semi-circular plans, which distinctly focussed attention on the center, were frequently 
weak, as inadequate fountains or undersized statues failed to give sufficient interest. Where a flat motive 
with center niche and statue was used, the statues were seldom in scale with the architecture. However, 
one very good design of this character received First Mention. 

There were some few temples, loggias, and tea houses, but none of outstanding merit. Any one of 
these designs might more easily have been given the character appropriate to the grounds of a private 
house than the compositions made of squat columnar forms surmounted by more or less chunky entabla- 
tures, arranged in plan on straight of broken lines, or in segments of regular and irregular curves. To pro- 
duce a fine design from such unconventional shapes requires far more knowledge of the relation of solids 
than most beginners can boast of. These contemporary forms have a strong hold on the imagination of 
the younger designers, and may result in new combinations of great beauty, if the properties of elementary 
masses in relation to each other are thoroughly understood. It is, however, to be deplored that few designs 
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of this character have been executed, which makes it difficult for students to learn more of what happens 
to such imagined forms when built. 

We remarked at the beginning that the first two drawings were beautifully presented, and it might 
well be emphasized here that there is a distinct difference between “presentation” and “rendering.” The 
jury looks first for an idea which fulfills the requirements of the program, then a visualization of the idea 
so clear in all its parts that the drawings of plan, elevation and section are consistent. Fulfillment of these 
requirements alone will give the designer a Mention; to receive a higher award, it is necessary to present 
these results with clarity and distinction. 

Rendering has come to mean the “‘dolling up” of a drawing with the hope of “‘selling’”’ it to the jury. 
This exhibition has the usual number of poorly conceived drawings which are rendered with such clever 
technique (unexpected and not really desired in elementary problems), that a jury is apt to be suspicious 
of their author’s sincerity.

CLASS-B VY PROJET 


“A TOWN HOUSE” 


The program was a difficult one because it demanded not only the satisfaction of complicated func- 
tional requirements, but also a visualization of the needs of a de luxe household. Some of the instructors 
present also felt that the problem was a difficult one on account of the number of plans required. Many of 
the Class “‘B” students took this problem as their first step in Projets and found they had embarked on 
something more difficult than they had anticipated. 

On the other hand, the subject was an extremely valuable one for these students because it represents 
the type of work that they are likely to come in contact with in the early years of their professional practice. 

The main desiderata which became apparent to the Jury were the utilization of the best light, namely, 
that at the front and rear of the lot, for the principal rooms, and the opening up and co-relation of all the 
rooms devoted to entertainment use. The program mentioned the possibility of light courts, but it became 
apparent that any light and air derived from these courts would be limited in a city building, consequently, 
they should only be made to serve the secondary rooms. The inclusion of a monumental stair was a very 
necessary feature, especially from the first floor to the second floor. The provision in the program that the 
back yard might be considerably lower than the street level seemed to suggest placing the kitchen in the 
basement at the rear, with a dining-room over it with windows looking down into the back yard and a 
possibility of connection by means of an exterior stairway. Some of the students solved the problem by 
placing a library or entertaining room on the first floor over the kitchen and the dining-room above the 
library. In this case the service between the kitchen and the dining-room level would be dependent entirely 
on the dumb-waiters. This solution was considered somewhat hazardous and not quite as good from the 
functional viewpoint as those which separated the dining-room and kitchen by a single floor level only. 

The prize was awarded to Fred A. George, who had a very handsome Georgian brick and stone building 
exemplifying the best type of residential character. The rooms were well arranged for entertaining and 
the bedrooms on the third floor showed adequate study of the living arrangements. 

Walter H. Haley was placed second. His plans and elevation were very ingenious and attractive but 
it is doubtful whether the dining-room service would work so well being separated as it is by two flights 
from the kitchen. The exterior courts on either side of his dining-room wing would be too narrow in most 
cases to guarantee adequate light and air for his porch on the first floor and the central bedroom on the 
third floor. The facade was Georgian in character and very well studied. 

The third place went to Julius Fishkind, who had an elevation in the modern manner with wide hori- 
zontal window openings and a very attractive balcony on the: fourth floor overlooking the street. The 
plan took advantage of the conditions of the site and would certainly function well although the treatment 
of the facade might not suit every client. 

Another excellent projet was that of R. N. Sheley, whose plans were worked out very completely 
and showed considerable knowledge of the actual requirements of the problem. The elevation is a little 
severe but with further study could have been made extremely attractive. 

On the whole, the work was extremely commendable and the Jury felt that, considering the difficulties 
the general results of the exercise were excellent. -

“AN ARCHITECTURAL MOTIF TERMINATING AN 
ALLEE™ 


An owner of a large private estate has given a 
great deal of attention to his gardens, Included in 
the garden arrangement is a long grass allee or vista 
80 feet in width bordered by trees, sculptural objects, 
etc. It is desired that the allee terminate with an 
interesting architectural motif which will present an 
outstanding feature of the garden. 

Complete freedom is given the competitor in the 
choice of subject. The space allotted for the central 
element shall not exceed 25 feet in any horizontal 
dimension. Steps, pedestals, vases or statues may be 
shown in a space not exceeding 15 feet beyond the 
limitations of the central motif, allowing the greatest 
horizontal dimension of 55 feet. The greatest verti- 
cal dimension shall not exceed 35 feet in height.

“A PATIO” 


A client in building his winter home in one of our 
Southern States desires to feature a patio as an out- 
door living room. A surrounding arcade will provide 
circulation to the other elements of the house and 
shelter some interesting pieces of furniture that he 
has acquired abroad. ‘The center being open to the 
sky, is to be treated with palms, vines, fountains, etc., 
to refresh the arcades and adjoining rooms, and be 
provided with furniture appropriate for use in this 
space. ‘|| 

One side of the patio is to open on an outer garden 
through the arcade, while on the side opposite, it is 
proposed to broaden a part of the arcade to form a 
loggia to be used as a dining room. (In this loggia 
the owner wishes to place a fine refectory table that 
he has acquired during his travels.) The patio is 
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to be reached on the third side by a vestibule with 
adjacent minor services, and a drawing room will open 
into the arcade on the fourth side. A second floor 
over the latter three sides will contain living quarters 
and the main stair will lead directly into the arcade 
adjoining the loggia. 

The patio including arcades and loggia shall not 
be less than 60 feet on its longest nor more than 40 
feet on its shortest side.
